GOOD TAX COLLECTORS 
Apparently, it softens the blow 
when you pay your income tax if 
a pretty girl is there to collect it! 
Anyway, that is what the people 
of Britain say, for their pretty 
girls are among the most efficient 


and successful collectors of in- 
come tax. 
They have that sympathetic 


understanding which makes men 
more willing to discuss tax prob- 
lems and more co-operative in 
finding solutions. In rural dis- 
tricts, especially, it has been found 
that farmers have admitted they 
do not understand tax conditions 
and have found a woman tax col- 
lector easier to understand. 

But before any can be sent out 
as fully-fledged collectors, they 
have to become experts in all mat- 
ters dealing with income tax. Tkey 
go to a training centre, and while 
they are there, learn the business 
from five instructors. For a month 
trainees hear nothing but income 
tax—all the problems with which 
these experienced instructors have 
had to deal are placed before the 
students, with the solutions. 

No distinction is made between 
the training of men and women. 
The centre was opened in 1945 to 
give refresher courses to men and 
women returning from the forces.

African Livestock 

The Argentine press is paying 
close attention to recent British 
statements on the importance of 
the discovery of the drug anth- 
rycide as a cure against sleeping- 
sickness in animals, and its imme- 
diate effects in developing a cattle 
industry in Africa. British authori- 
ties point out that it will take at 
least four years for Africa to 
develop a large scale cattle indus- 
try. The application of the new 
drug is a lengthy process, and the 
African cattle industry must also 
find an effective method of fight- 
ing rinderpest. Other obstacles are 
the insufficient number of high 
quality breeding stock, the lack of 
irrigation to turn vast arid lands 
into pasture, and the lack of or- 
ganization to produce feedstuffs in 
quantity. 


U.S. Wheat Estimate 


The prospective United States 
spring wheat acreage is reported 
at 20.3 million acres, which with 
average yields would produce 
about 291 million bushels compar- 
ed with 298.3 million in 1948. The 
winter wheat atreage has previ- 
ously been reported at 61.37 mil- 
lion acres with an expected crop 
of 964.8 million bushels from aver- 
age yields. 

Thus the estimated total 1949 
wheat acreage would reach 81.7 
million, compared with 77.9 mil- 
lion a year ago, and 66 milloin for 
the 10-year average. The _ total 
yield would be 1,256 million bush- 
els, compared with 1,288 million in 
i948 and 943 milloin for the 10- 
year average.
